Yamaha's Bob Hannah is using a 
WM-4 rear rim on his works 
Yamaha. 


Close-but-no-cigar Dept.: Acting on 
the strength of Bernie Schreiber's 
finishes in the California National 
trials rounds, Bultaco International 
decided to fly him out East for the two 
rounds November 6-7 (so he wouldn't 
miss school, a constraint which had 
kept him from entering). Upon his 
arrival, his entry was protested by 
Montesa on grounds he'd not sent 
notice of intent 21 days piior as 
required by AMA/NATC rules. The 
protest was upheld, and apparently 
Bernie’s trip was for naught.

Douglas County Fairgrounds drew 131 
riders, most ever for a local indoor short 
track in that part of Oregon. It may be 


raining up there, but the action doesn't 


stop (if you don't mind a little essence 
of cow in your traction). 


BLM's National Advisory Board meets 
for a long session November 14-17 in 
Albuquerque, at the Albuquerque Inn. 
They'll let the public make 10-minute 
statements between 1:30 and 3:30 p.m. 
Monday, November 15 (ain't that nice?) 
provided -they're also submitted in 
writing, in duplicate, and you call for 
reservations, (505)988-6316. Do you 
begin to get the idea they don't really 
want to hear from you?

They 
will be going over both the Organic Act 
and the proposed ORV regulations. 


We got a glimpse of the 1977 
production big bore Husquarna bike 
while out berm blasting at our favorite 
riding area. The new 390cc CR Husky 
closely resembles Brad Lackey's Trans- 
AMA works bike right down to the 
Husqvarna leading axle fork, through 
-the-frame exhaust pipe, and different 
frame with longer shocks. Travel at 
each wheel is around ten inches with 
dual rate, springs on the 17-inch 
Girling shocks. An improved airbox, 
utilizing an outside plastic cover, is 
part of the package. 


The ORV Monitor is still up to its 
old tricks. In California’s East Bay 
area, the Regional Park District is 
at least trying to plan for bikers’ 
needs. So what does the Monitor 
do? Print ‘a picture of a hideously 
over-used hillside in Chabot Park 
and asks “Do you want this to 
happen to Canada del Cierbo?"', 
thus sidestepping the premise that 
this gross over-use stems from 
lack of facilities. Neat, fellas, really 
neat. 


Roger DeCoster was seen testing new 
Kayaba suspension units on a RM 370 
Suzuki at Indian Dunes. The fork 
looks similar to the air-spring units on 
the works Suzuki and Kawasaki racers. 
The rear shocks are air-sprung" with 
dual air fittings, using a Marzocchi- 
style reservoir on the shock body and 
additional frame-mounted reservoirs. 
Roger was testing the units for possible 
use on production models. 


Contrary to what we reported last 
week, AMA dirt-track star Steve 
Eklund did not break his arm at 
Riverside Raceway on Halloween. 
While Eklund did hit the Turn Nine 
wall. during an AFM money race, 
he was not seriously injured. 


According to. Owen Kearns of the 
Bakersfield Californian, California 
Senator-elect S.I. Hayakawa may have 
modified his stand on off-road riding 
since writing the outlandish article 
reprinted on page four of this issue. 
Hayakawa's Assistant Press Secretary, 
Pat Turpin, requested that we note 
that fact pending release of a position 
statement from the Golden State's new 
junior Senator.

Normally I rant; rave, bluesky 
and otherwise get off in this 
column in my own words, but 
this week I'd like to turn it over 
to a couple of riding buddies I met on 
a special occasion last year. They've 
got some very straight and thoughtful 
words for those of us who are prepping 
for the Second Annual Phantom Duck 
Un-organized Barstow-to-Vegas Trail 
Ride: 

Phantom Duck Riders 

A word of Caution! 


El Coyote and the Old Gray Fox 
speak to you with straight tongue. We 
neither condone nor support the 
Phantom Duck Run. We are both 
District. 37 riders and also property 
owners. in the proximity of the 
Barstow-Vegas start line off Harvard 
Road. We will both be there for two 
specific reasons. 

1. To sweep the trails to Vegas in 
the interest of safety. 2. To insure that 
pit riders do not tear up our property 
or that of our neighbors in the area. 


We suggest that you read the 
following article published in the Los 
Angeles Times on October 24, 1976. 

“A desert protection bill covering 16 
million acres of California desert from 
Death Valley to the Mexican border 
has been signed into law by President 
Ford. Rep. Shirley Pettis (R-Calif.) 

‘said the measure calls for the 
management, use development and 
protection of the public land, and 
includes the expenditure of $40 
million between 1977 and 1981. The 
new law also establishes uniformed 
rangers in ,the desert area with 
authority to carry firearms.” 

The run to Vegas will not be on the 
1974 course, but on existing jeep 
trails, which may or may not be legal. 

If you. think you and your kids are 
going to "pit ride" for two days in this 
area, and give the environmentalists 
real ammunition to complain, please 
stay home. Ride only on existing trails 
and roads in the start area, keep your 
kids under control, and protect our 
desert. 

There have been flash floods in the 
area. and the so called “family” or 
“trail” rider does not belong out there. 
If your conscience tells you to ride, so 
be it. Please be cautious, courteous, 
and above all legal. If you wish to 
speak with Coyote or The Old Gray 
Fox, just look for the familiar yellow

Dirt Bike racing's 
threat to desert

They stretch out across the desert as 
far as the eye can see — Hondas, 
BMWs, Yamahas, Can-Ams, 
Bultacos, Indians, Husqvarnas 
(Huskies). It is the annual. Barstow-to- 
La Vegas “Hounds and Hare” 
motorcycle race, in which over 3,000 
riders took part last year. Even divided 
into two heats, they made starting 
lines more than a mile long. 

There are no roads, only sand and 
shrubs. The racers follow piles of 
burning tires that mark the beginning 
of the course. After that there is 
nothing until Las Vegas, 150 miles 
away. . 

The motorcycles, especially 
modified for cross-country racing, are 
known as “dirt cycles” or “dirt bikes,” 
and those who ride them are “dirt 
riders.” Dirt riding is a growing sport, 
attracting new adherents daily as 
promoters and motorcycle 
manufacturers devise new ways of 
arousing interest and participation. 

A writer in the February issue of 
“Dirt Rider” unwittingly reveals the 
problemi created by this sport ‘in 
describing the Fourth Annual Eight- 
Hour Desert Scramble held in Grand 
Junction, Colo. 

“Grand Junction desert has a kind of 
silty sand that makes much dust, yet it 
is so héavy as to severely limit forward 
progress of the motorcycle . . . Much 
up and down; a high percentage of 
twistery . .. almost guaranteed that 
the ground would get quite torn up." 

What happens when the ground 
gets torn up is vividly described- by 
Roger  Luckenbach, . a graduate 
student at the Museum of Vertebrate 
Zoology at the University of California, 
Berkeley, in: an article, "What the 
ORVs Are Doing to the Desert,” in the 
January issue of “Fremontia,” 
quarterly of the California Native 
Plant Society. 

When ORVs (or off-road vehicles, 
such as dune buggies, campers, four- 
wheel drivers, as well as motorcycles) 


"cross the desert, says Luckenbach, 


they break the crust or "mantle" of 
natural pavement that protects the soil 
from wind and water erosion. Next, 
they compact the soil, reducing its 









ability to hold or’ percolate water. 
Insect pupae and larvae are destroyed. 
Seeds lying in the earth cannot 
germinate for lack of water. 

“Growth of native annuals and 
herbaceous perennials is eliminated by 
ORV activity,” writes Luckenbach, 
“and the basic energy-fixation and 
transfer systems of the desert are 
disrupted . .. The rains that cause 
the flowers to bloom indüce the 


.emergence of insects... Moths 
pollinate morning glories, 
columbines . . . butterflies pollinate 
paintbrushes, fiddlenecks — beetles 
and flies pollinate verbenas, 
larkspurs . . . These insects in turn 


are food for lizards, snakes, rodents, 
birds and carnivores . . . ” 

To a biologist the plant and animal 
life of a desert — the incredibly 
delicate mechanisms by which living 
things preserve what little water there 


` is to survive in an arid and unfriendly 


environment — is a source of constant 
wonder and delight. 

It therefore horrifies Luckenbach 
that “In one ‘Honda and Hare’ race an 
estimated 140,000 creosote bushes, 
64,000 burro-weed bushes and 15,000 
Mojave yuccas. were destroyed or 
severely damaged over a stretch of 100 
miles... How long it will take to 
replace them, or even if it's possible to 
replace them once the -soil 
environment has been badly damaged, 
is not known." 

Not only are trees and shrubs 
destroyed. Lizards and desert tortoises 
are crushed by the speeding vehicles, 
says Luckenbach. Fox androdent dens 
are crushed. The nests of ground- 
nesting birds, like the horned lark, are 
crushed. Many birds and animals are 
frightened away, and their territorial 


. Systems are destroyed by the terrible 


noise of thousands of 
motorcycles. 

In 1967 motorcycle registration in 
California was a little over 83,000. 
Today there. are 1.2 million 
motorcycles in Los Angeles alone and 
probably another million used off. 
road and therefore not registered. 
There are also in California probably 
a half-million four-wheel drive 
vehicles and 200,000 dune buggies. 

“Dirt riding” is clearly an exciting 
and challenging activity, peculiarly 
American in its competitiveness as a 
sport, in its absorption in self 
improvement, and in its lavish 
wasteful use of energy. 

But can we — those now living as 
well as the generations yet to come — 
afford to have our deserts destroyed at 
a time when we are beginning to 
understand the preciousness of all the 
environment and the relatedness of 
every part of the earth to every other 
part?

or Debbie Evans, 18, it’s another milestone 
on a trail that she began riding nine 
years ago. October 31 (Halloween) she rode 
her last trial as an ATA Amateur; with the 
advancement points earned there, she is 
now America's first lady trials Expert, the first woman 
eligible to compete for the U.S. Trials Championship. 

“I rode terrible,” she said over the phone, “but I got 
a third.” What her innate modesty wouldn’t let her say 
was that the V.O.T.E. Halloween Trial near Gorman 
had been one of the year’s toughest, with a 26-mile 
loop and many Expert scores running well over 100. 
The Amateurs (Debbie’s class) got it especially hard, 
because they rode most of the Expert traps. 

But Deb’s no stranger to struggle. The diminutive 
brownette has been tackling California's giant-scale 
terrain on a variety of motorcycles since she was nine. 
From a Honda 55 step-through she quickly graduated 
to a home-brewed Tohatsu/Suzuki with trials bars, 
moved-back pegs and a huge rear sprocket. Then it 
was a pair of 175 Yamaha Enduros which she rode in 
ATA Kids class and SoCal enduros until age 13. She 
vaulted out of Kids class and turned Amateur on a 250 
Ossa MAR that often brought her back to camp 
battered and bruised from the strain of coping with it: 

‘Two and a-half years with that Ossa, she meanwhile 
grew from a plucky kid into a mature teenager, 
stronger, better, more experienced. (“I just wish my 
legs were longer." But in the Amateur class, 
advancement points were slow in coming. Then, last 
year Yamaha sponsored her to one of the then-new 
'TY175s. It was a perfect fit, the right size, the right 
power, the right weight. And now she's done it: “Boy, 
it’s been a long time getting there.” 

In anticipation — of the big step, she'd been by the 
Cycle News offices the week before; and we'd spent a 
couple hours thumbing through the thick scrapbooks 
the Evans family has kept on the exploits of Papa 
Dave, Deb, sister Diane,. and on friends in 
enduro/trials. It was from these that much of this 
"history" was pieced together, some of it straight out of 
old, old issues of Cycle News. 

Inevitably, the talk would turn to trials. Is trials 
really going down the way people have been saying at 
the California National rounds? “Yeah...I think 
family clubs are getting tired of putting on so many 
trials .. . I think a lot of ATA reps are seeming to 
ignore the beginners. Look at ITA; they get big 
turnouts and it’s all beginners. I don’t know, maybe we 
need to have somebody organize trials.” 

Though she’s not seen it firsthand, Deb favors the 
British system of different “grades” of trial open to 
different classes of riders. "Look at enduros,” she says. 
"You already have District 37 and you have family 
enduros... you can take your pick how hard you 
want to make it." 

Deb doesn't share the general view of Southern 
California as the leadership area in trials. “Other parts 
of the country are more advanced in trials now — not 
in numbers of good riders, but in numbers of people 
interested.” To her, it’s interest and enthusiasm that 
keep trials alive. “I loved to grow up with trials. I'd 
hate to see it just dissolve.”

Of all the Yamaha-related publicity, none has so 
singled Debbie out as the matter of her standing on 
her head on the bike. It didn't start out to be a big 
deal. 

"Ive been standing on my head since Big Bear 
(1975). I'd just seen Elliott Schultz do it. At first I 
thought, ‘No, that can’t be.’ Then I thought, ‘If he 
can do it, I can too.’ I went out behind the house next 
week, worked on it and got it the fourth try or 
thereabouts.” 

She’s been entertaining audiences (she does trials 
demonstrations for school assemblies to boost the 
sport) and ‘freaking her male competition regularly 
with the stunt ever since. To Deb, it’s just that, a stunt 
— fun to do, entertaining, but not directly 
translatable into trials wins. 

At age 18, graduated from high school, going to 
college part time and working pick-up and delivery 
part time, Debbie Evans has come of age, both in the 
tight-knit world of trials and the wider world outside.

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Saddleback Trans- 
AMA — DeCoster 
does it |

IRVINE, CAL., NOV. 7 
oger DeCoster, five time World 


Motocross Champion, put his fifth 
Trans-AMA plum in his pocket at 
Saddleback Park on a hot, dusty 
day in the hills outside of Los Angeles. The 
American contenders sat in the pits 
afterwards in stunned- silence. Saddleback 
was to be their day. Yet for all their "Go for 


it" Jargon and "He'll have to come after me" pre-race 
hype DeCoster cut a swath through America's best 
motocrossers in front of'its most ehtnocentric audience 
on its most bastardized track. The Americans had 
been saying all season that DeCoster was the man to 
beat, but that his high placings in recent weeks were 
gift victories. In fact Roger had won races while 
scoring no higher than third in either moto. It was the 
kind of talk that Roger wanted to quelch. 

Roger doesn’t show up at the track very early these 
days, but when his sleek Ferrari Dino drove down the 
dusty pit road the exhaust note was tuned by the 
excited crowds oohs and aahs. Roger doesn’t take any 
chances. He parked his Dino in the Suzuki pits, and 
then noticed he was on the American side with 
DiStefano and Grossi. The R.D. got back in and 
moved to the European side. So much for team spirt. 

The Maico team, a polyglot of Nationalities, spread 
itself in small bands throughout the pits with Gaylon 
Mosier drawing, more attention than Adolf Weil, 
Alberto Angiolini or Sylvain Geboers (who’ won his 
appeal on the Dallas Trans-AMA disqualification). It 
was SoCal and Mosier would show his European 
counterparts how tq go fast all day to finish fourth. 

At the Bultaco transporter things were hot all day, 
unfortunately the hottest item was their tempers. 
Bultaco withdrew from the previous weeks round to 
cure transmission problems that had’ beset Jim 
Pomeroy and Wayne Boyer. The solution was to bring 
out the old prototype 400 engine that was first 
unveiled in 1974. Pomeroy agreed to ride it in 
practice, then came in and said he would not race it on 
this day. Bultaco said he would. He didn't. A Bultaco 
spokesman said, “Jim turned competitive times in 
practice, but he said it wasn’t good enough. This 
engine weighs five pounds more and Jim says it affects 
the handling. He could race, but he said he would 
probably crash. Next week we will lower the engine in 
the frame.” The Spanish accent was slightly sarcastic 
and there is little doubt that the Pomeroy-Bultaco 
honeymoon is over. 

Up in the Husky pits Brad Lackey unveiled the only 
other innovation — a 17 inch rear wheel with a wide 
profile Trelleborg. Everyone came over to look, but 
most walked away shaking their heads. Gary Jones 
said, "We used to use that years ago on our Triumphs 
and BSA's." Lackey used it to finish second-behind 
DeCoster with a 2-4 score. 1 

Team Honda separated into three isolated work 
areas in the lower corner of the pits with a 
disappointed Tommy Croft (Geboers' victory in the 
political arena cost him one on the track), Marty 
Smith and Pierre Karsmakers. Smith and Karsmakers 
would be gunned down in the first moto by red engine 
failures. Across the way at Yamaha the early morning 
smiles were meant to read "Home court advantage" 
for Bob Hannah, but his monoshock broke while 
flying down Banzai Hill in the first moto. When one 
shock breaks on a mono there ain't nuthin' left. The 
only thing that kept Bob from highsiding off a 15 foot 
hill was a well placed crash into Maico's Adolf Weil.

On the Green scene a bearded Jammin’ Jimmy was 
quoted in the L.A. Times as saying that he was going 
to go after DeCoster and beat him. Between Semics 
and Weinert they almost did, but it would have 
required Weinert to hold Roger off while Semics tried 
to win the last moto. Neither one succeeded, but they 
gave it all they had. KTM factory rider Pat Richter 
gave it all he had in practice when he went down with 
Gary Ogden and had to retire for the day with a thigh 
injury. 

First privateer for the day was Mickey Boone, the 
notorious bike claimer, who finished 13th. His RM 
They were a 
present from Suzuki for failing to claim one of the 
factory bikes. First Japanese rider was Akira 
Watanabe in 14th and first Italian (discounting Tony 
DiStefano) was Alberto Angiolini in 12th. 

In Support class action Team Suzuki's Danny 
LaPorte turned in two superb races to take the overall 
away from Honda privateer Warren Reid and Suzuki 
teammate Jeff Jennings: The Support class was a 
knock-down drag-out affair all day with Reid winning 
the first moto and then suffering a bad start in the 
second. LaPorte won the second moto to go 2-1 for the 
win. Jennings was 8-2 and had several intense dices 
with Jeff Vidic, John Savitski, Reid and LaPorte. 


First moto — Suzuki, Husky and Kawa 
get to lead 

The gate dropped at one p.m. with Billy “The 
Bear” Grossi taking the. honors down Banzai Hill and 
looking like the "Sugar Bear" of old. Grossi opened up 
to a rapid lead. of over ten seconds, which he held for 
sjx laps before throwing it away on a back section, just 
”:of old. Lackey and Weinert 
steamed on by to engage in a battle of former national. 
number ones. Weinert was putting the pressure on 
Lackey, but he had little choice since Roger DeCoster 
had worked up from a sixth place start to begin 
dogging the Kawasaki's rear fender. Lackey was about 
to succumb when. Weinert joined Grossi on the 
ground. At the halfway mark it was Lackey, DeCoster, 
Semics, Mosier, Wolsink, Grossi, Weinert and 
Howerton. 

DeCoster dispatched Lackey with a smooth inside 


. move and that was the story up front. Gassin' Gaylon 


Mosier continued a long, hard drive on Bad Brad, but 
it ended up short at the checkers. Semics had fallen 
back behind Mosier, but was safely ahead of Wolsink 
who had his hands full of a hard charging Kent 
Howerton. Howerton slingshot the final corner, but 
missed nipping Gerrit by two feet for fifth. 

Karsmakers blew a hole right through his cases 
when his transmission. gave out. Marty Smith 
circulated slowly for most of the moto. "It runs good 
for about a lap and then all the power goes away. It 
has: been-this way the whole series," said. Marty while 
Dave Arnold rebult the top-end between motos. 
Hannah's shock had gone flat, DiStefano couldn't "get 
my rhythm going." DeCoster, Lackey and Mosier were 
all smiles. Weinert had finished seventh after his 
miscue and knew the only me to save the day now was 
to go out and win. 


Second moto — winning through 
intimidation 

Up and over Saddleback's sixth gear starting hill it 
was Gary Semics pulling another holeshot, at the top 
of the hill Tony D jammed it under him, but coming 
down the airborne Banzai Hill Semics was back in 
charge followed by DiStefano, Weinert, Karsmakers, 
Howerton, DeCoster, Lackey and Gary Ogden. The 
first shock was that Ogden passed Lackey on the first 
round, but it was a short-lived move. 

Gary Semics led for 16 laps and during his reign he 
built up a lead that took him totally out of the sight of 
his pursuers. With six laps left in the race Semics 
began to slow and the man who inherited the lead 
from Semics was Roger DeCoster. For 40 minutes the 


. R.D. had followed and’ passed Howerton (who 


crashed), Karsmakers, Weinert, and DiStefano. 
Weinert was the next person past Semics, who 
dropped back to 11th with tire trouble. The race now 
was Weinert and DeCoster:"They were a hairbreath 
apart until the two lap sign when DeCoster kicked his 
Suzuki into overdrive and disappeared. Weinert was 
second, Pierre Karsmakers third, Lackey fourth,

For 
eight years they have been rubbing the neophyte 
teenage American motocrossers noses in the dirt on 
dirt bikes, but now the times have changed. The MX 
boot is on the other foot. The Americans have taken 
the sport out of the quaint village countrysides, off of 
the back road hilltops, away from it's limiting rural 
aspect and into the big-time glamour of the city. 

Americans have made motocross pay off in a big 
way; combining Japanese technology, youthful 
exuberance and American know-how into a totally 
new sport in itself — Stadium Motocross. And it is in 
the stadiums that the Americans have shined on the 
European supermen for the past five years. It is in the 
stadiums that more people have seen motocross in 
American than in all the great outdoors, it is in the 
stadiums that the big money flows, and it is in the 


` Stadiums that motocross will find its popularity with 


that vast — buns-in-a-seat — beercan-in-the-hand 


American fan.

In 1975 a nineteen year old Pennsylvanian with the 
hottest U.S. winning streak in Trans-AMA history 
came into the American Motocross Finals and in front 
of a packed stadium demolished his opposition in 
three straight motos. There were men as fast as Tony 
DiStefano that night, there were men stronger than 
Tony D on the track under the big arch and there were 
men with more desire to win sitting on the Anaheim 
starting gate, but there was no one who was able to put 
the speed, strength and desire together as well as the 
D. Motocross has two essentially -heart-wrenching 
moments — the explosive power of 40 bucking 
machines charging headlong into a corner wide

enough for only one man and the drive to the finish 


line with all its inherent handlebar-rattling and do-or- . 
die emotion. Motocross’ supreme moment is a dead- . 


heat start that carries itself out to a dead-heat finish. 
This eye lash away type of race is so intense that 
popcorn sellers stop selling, beer drinkers stand slack- 
jawed, mechanics go hoarse from yelling, your wife 
stops complaining, the kid gets out of your wallet and 
it is so quiet you can hear the snap- of the cloth in the 
checkered flag. 

The American Motocross Finals this year are going 
to try and bring that kind of excitement to the 
spectators by initiating a totally new motocross 
format. Instead of three motos (with only three starts 
and three finishes) there will be nine motos with only 
the cream of the crop advancing on. Time after time 
America’s 80 best motorcycle. racers will charge the 
first turn, time after time the gate will drop to release 
the pent-up fury of a season, and time after time you 
will be able to root for your favorites. 

This is American motocross and here is how it 
works. Instead of limiting entry to only 40 riders, or 
watering down the field with a Support class, every 
qualified rider in the country will get his shot at the 
over $25,000 in prizes and contingencies. The big 
names will be there with their heavy factory sponsored 
artillery, but so will the darkhorse privateer riders. 
And under this format a nobody could leave Anaheim 
Stadium with a name and a reputation. Darkhorse 
riders like Pat Richter, the Superbowl Support class 
winner; Jeff Jennings, youngest member of Team 
Suzuki; Chuck Sun, Husky privateer; John Savitski, 
Rich Eierstedt, Canadian 250/500 Champion Jim 
Turner; Texas sensation Steve Wise or any of a 
number of less publicized names. . 





Now you're thinking "These guys are fast, but 
they're not fast enough to touch two-time 250 
Champion Tony DiStefano, two-time 125 Champion 
Marty Smith, two-time 500 Champion Jim Weinert or 
Kent Howerton, Brad Lackey, Gary Semics, and 
Pierre Karsmakers.” But this is a whole new ballgame 
and what pays off in Anaheim Stadium will be sheer 
speed. The top 80 riders in the nation will be divided 
into four groups of 20. These four groups will go for it 
in a series of exciting balls-to-the-walls heats with the 
top five in each moto qualifying for the final motocross 
race of the evening and of the season.

Next season the multi-hundred thousand dollar Super- 
Series of Motocross will utilize this same innovative 
format.

n these days of bucks up factory sponsor- 

ships where it seems the only way for a 

motocrosser to attract the attention of a 

factory team is to be a Southern Califor- 
nia hotshoe, there is one rider campaigning 
the 1976 Trans-AMA Series who's making a 
name for himself the hard way. He's 22-year 
old Pat Richter from Fortuna, California, 
perhaps the last semi-independent to regularly roost 
on the factory. riders since Tony DiStefano 
accomplished such a feat in 1974, Embarrass the 
factories often enough and they have no choice but to 
offer you membership in their exclusive club. 


Just in case you were beginning to wonder if 
Fortuna, California, was located anywhere near Los 
Angeles, you can forget it. Pat's home is located 265 
miles north of San Francisco near the Oregon border. 
He began racing TT and flat track some nine years 
ago, switching over to motocross five years ago. It's 
been a long, hard climb for Pat that hasn't ended yet. 

“I have to drive five or six hours from my home to 
get to a motocross, There's just no racing up in that. 
area. There use to be TT and flat track, but the 
environmentalists closed that down and now there's 
nothing. 

At home I work in the woods as a logger and go 
racing on the weekends. My brother owns the logging 
business and is really good about letting me have time 
off. My whole: family . . . parents, uncle, brothers, 
have really helped me then most. And this year, of 
course, there’s Chuck. Last year I rode the Trans- 
AMA Series on a CZ and DNFed all the time because 
the bike wasn’t prepared right.” 

Chuck Tannlind is Pat's tuner/mechanic in charge 
of keeping Pat's KTMs running strong and, most 
importantly for a semi-privateer, always around at the 
finish so they can pick. up their share of the purse. 
Chuck's history goes back to when he use to race 
formula cars in SCCA, but more recently to when he 
was part owner of Pacific Performance in San Rafel. 
Pacific Performance was the first shop to give Pat any 
support in his racing, and partly because of their close 
friendship and Chuck's desire to help Pat succeed, 
Chuck sold out his share of the bike shop to wrench for 
Pat on the National circuit. 

The fact that Chuck’s mechanical abilities are first 
rate is obvious. Pat's KTMs have yet to DNF a moto 
and are among the strongest running bikes on the 
circuit. At the Red Bud Trans-AMA the little 355cc 

KTM had more than enough ponies to 
allow Pat to nail down the holeshot in 
the first moto of the international 
class. 

"I think Chuck's one of the best, and 
Ive never broken down. He's done 
some work to the engine, as well as to 
the frame and swingarm to prevent 
flex. On the 250cc KTMs there isn't 
enough horsepower to induce flex, but 
on the 400cc KMT there's a huge 
difference in the way my bike handles 
under power compared to a box 
stocker. 

We had a lot of problems with 
shocks early in the year. We couldn't 
get a set that would last a whole 45-

minute moto. I lost a lot of races because of them, like 
at Mammoth, where I was forced to slow up and finish 
second. Motocross Fox is helping us out now with their 
new dual rate air shocks and those are finally doing the 
job. We've had the same pair on our bike since the 
500cc Nationals, with no failures. We traveled back 
East to some of the Nationals to get the bikes and 
shocks dialed in for the Trans-AMA Series.” 

Officially, Pat is sponsored by KTM Imports, but 
that support is limited mainly to the events in the West 
covered by KTM Imports’ sales area. When they're on 
the West Coast, Chuck receives a salary from KTM 


_and Pat gets expenses, bikes and parts. It’s a good deal 


considering KTM is such a small distributor and trying 
to do the best it can, but unfortunately most-of the 
AMA races during the year are back 
East. When they're in the sales area of Penton 
Imports, the only support KTM Imports gives Pat is 
parts to keep the bikes running. 

Penton Imports would probably like to give Pat 
support at Eastern events, but can’t do it without 
jeopardizing his KTM Imports support in the West. 
It’s a shame that Penton and KTM can't get together 
and iron out any differences between them so both 
could benefit from the value of sponsoring the fastest 
KTM rider in the United States. The solution is no 
more complicated than putting a Penton/KTM decal 
on Pat Richter's gas tank, but at present neither 
distributor acknowledges the other's existence. 

Caught between a rock and a hard place, Pat 
campaigns the East Coast events on privateer status. 
He realizes though, that even a privateer can't do 
things half way and expect to be successful. Out of his 
own pocket Pat pays Chuck's salary and expenses. 
"They eat in restaurants and sleep in motels. Each has 
his own job to do; Chuck maintaining the bikes during 
the week as Pat exercises daily and goes riding. Even as 
well as Pat has been doing in this year's Trans-AMA 
events, most of the time he's operating in the red, 
financially, and won't actually be making any money

until the Series reaches the West Coast. Without bikes 
and parts from KTM Imports he probably would have 
been unable to race.any of the Eastern events. It makes 
you wonder how other privateers without any factory 
support, whatsoever, manage to.stay on the circuit. 
“Motorcycle racing needs to be promoted a lot more 
than it is now. It's so underpaid for most of the riders 
involved. At events like the Supercross Series where the 
promoters can obviously afford it, bigger purses 
should be paid out. Every rider on the starting line 
should be able to expect to get a relative:share of the 


‘purse; not like it is now with the top factory riders in 


the top positions getting everything. i 

My best finish to date? That had to be the 500cc 
Support class at the Superbowl. After I broke my 
shoulderblade at Pontiac Stadium I laid off for a 
while. Then came the Superbowl at the L.A. Coliseum 
where I won the 500cc class. Everyone said I was 
turning the same lap times as Ellis (winner of the 250cc 
Feature class). I would have liked a little more 
publicity from that win, because a 250cc bike can turn 


faster times on a stadium track than a 500cc bike can. 


It was KTM's first major win in the United States and 
there was hardly any mention of it by the press, or by 
KTM in its advrtising. 

Right now I want to do well in the Trans-AMA 
Series so I'll be noticed for next year. East coast tracks 
are a lot different than what I'm used to and I screwed 
up at Axton and Unadilla, but I'm learning all the 
time. Next year I plan to race the Florida Series to 
start things off. I like my KTMs and would like to stay 
with them, but I'm going to have to have more support 
if I'm ever going to make a living at racing." 

Pat Richter is presently the fastest privateer on the 
AMA motocross circuit, and with a little more 
experience he plans to become a whole lot faster. Still, 
he realizes he needs full factory support to make it. 
The only question remaining is whether KTM and 
Penton can get together to offer him that support 
before someone else does. “2

guy once offered me a million Lira for my 
Malcolm Smith jacket in Europe. I refused 
cause if he. offered me a million then I 
arted at least two million. To this day I 
don't have the slightest idea how much money that 
was, and if I found out I would probably break down 
and cry. The point is that no matter what I have, can 
get! or possess I want more. Motocross is my meat and 
potatoes so instead of racing one class I like to race 
two, but to do this I needed ‘at least three bikes. Just 
sticking to my “little bit more” philosophy. 

Not satisfied with stock motorcycles, although I am 
totally pleased with stock engines, because if you try to 
get a little bit more out of bore x stroke you soon find 
yourself disqualified for trying to run 140cc in the 125 
class. Suspension travel has always been one technical 
area where you can never get enough. I took three 
motorcycles, cuz they were sitting in my garage, and I 
tried to get a little more travel out of everyone of them. 
Suzuki RM 250, 125 and 100 motocrossers make 
excellent test bikes because they are a known 
performance quality; a change here or there can be 
immediately deciphered and evaluated because of the 
vast number of manhours logged on the saddle. 

In this project I set out to improve three motorcycles 
for the expense of improving one. The shocker is that 
not only did it work for me, but if you don't happen to 
have a 250, 125 and 100 laying around you can form a 
combine of Suzuki RM owners and three guys can 
improve their bikes and split the amazingly low 







The plan 

Sitting in the garage one night with a couple Team 
Suzuki mechanics talking about the works 125's got me 
rolling on this grandiose scheme. It started because the 
mechanics said that any privateer could build a 
RM125 with suspension almost as good as the works 
bike (the engine was a different matter, but DG, FMF, 
T&M or Miller Mano can build you an engine at least 
as fast). The Suzuki works 125's are the smaller 125 


frame mated to 250 forks and shocks. There is a little © 


more to it than that, but after scapping the exotic 
titanium bolts, expensive aluminum swingarm and 
tidbits of experimental paraphenalia the essence of the 
works bike is long travel'suspension borrowed from the 
big bikes. 


It wouldn't be practical to try and put works forks 
on a privateer motorcycle for two major reasons; you 
can't get them and the expense/life quotient is too 
high. Most of the European factories that can't design 
or afford to build trick forks simply switch to 
Marzocchi leading axle forks. Last year this specific 
front fork was found on more international GP bikes 
than any other brand. Where Maico forks were once 
the top of the line, all comparisons are now made from 
the Italian Marzocchi's. 

This is where the wallet starts to get bit. Marzocchi 
forks retail at over $200 (and they have a magnesium 
model that will destroy the monetary system of three 
undeveloped nations and your. credit union). 
Undaunted, largely because the cost was going to be 
split three ways, a call was put into Gary Harlow at DG 
Performance Specialties, 5552 La Palma, Anaheim,

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CA. who carry”a complete line of Marzocchi 
suspension units, and a. peaceful drive out to 
Anaheim, CA. had us driving home with the nine inch 
travél devils. The other expense that was calculated 
was for a set of shocks. And after much soul searching, 
magazine reading and bench racing Stock Suzuki 






shocks with reservoirs, ala Roger DeCoster, were 
selected. We passed up a lot of good shocks that work 
well on Suzuki RM 250's because we actually liked the 
feel of the stock shocks and the DeCoster models, 
which are stock on all 1977 models, previde that same 
feel over a longer period of time.

That was the extent of the major purchases; 
Marzocchi forks and DeCoster shocks to go on the 250.” 
The bill was a rather heavy $350, but could be 
trimmed by almost $100 by»using Fox Shox, Works 
Performance, Curnutts, Boges or Arnaco's. 
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The problems 

As the plan now stood the Marzocchi forks and 
DeCoster shocks would replace the stock units on the 
RM250, the stock RM250 forks and shocks would 
replace the RM125 A forks and shocks, and the 
RM125 forks and shocks would replace the RM100 
forks and shocks, The trade outs were going to give the 
RM250 a plusher ride with better feel and less fade, 
the RM125 was going to gain almost two inches of fork 
travel and an inch and a half at the rear wheel, while 
the RM100 would gain one inch of fork travel and 
114" of rear wheel movement. . 

After lining up three milk crates and removing the 
RM100 front end the RM125 forks were unbolted and 
placed onto the 100. It was a perfect fit with no 
problems. The front wheel was slightly different in 
spacing between the two tiddlers so a spacer was fit to 
the left side of the axle and the front end was button 
up. The gain was at least one inch in travel. The rear 
Showa shocks were taken off of the 100 and the longer 
RM125 Kayabas were bolted in place. The first 
problem arose when it looked like the chain was going 
to hit the spring, but it turned out to be no problem. 
The total number of parts used to modify the RM100 
for a major increase in suspension travel was a single 
one-half inch’spacer for the front axle. s 

The RM125 sat there naked of suspension 
components so after stepping over to the RM250 and 
stripping the forks and shocks off the RM125 found 
itself “with super suspension and. absolutely: no 
installation problems. The RM250 forks and shocks 
bolted on with no problems, not even the little spacer 
hassle that the 100 exhibited. 

Things were going great. Two motorcycles had been 
improved in quantum leaps without so much as one 
thrown wrench or kicked milk crate. It was going way 
too smooth. The RM250 proved that if something can 
go wrong it will. 

The new DeCoster shocks bolted on\ without a 
hassle, but the Marzocchi forks did exactly what Harry 
Clemm, chief mechanic at DG, said they would; which 
was not fit. The stem on the Italian forks was too 
short. To get them to work the stem out of a set of 
Suzuki triple clamps had to be pressed out and then 
the Marzocchi had to have the Suzuki stem pressed in 
and shrink fit. The bearing races had to be changed 
from Suzuki to Marzocchi and after all of this the 
trouble was just beginning. The forks fit, but there 
were no brakes because the brake anchor had nowhere 
to connect. This was solved by mounting a brake 
retaining stud: mounted to a one-quarter inch thick 
aluminum brake arm. The stud went into the notch of 
the Suzuki backing plate and was held to the 
aluminum arm with two counter-sunk allen screws. 


' The axle had to be turned down and an aluminum 


collar was machined to take up the slop in the fork leg. 
Lots of hassles! All in all it was a handful of a job. I 
don’t suggest that, anyoné jump right in and try to 
mount Marzocchi forks to their RM250. Half of the 
hassles could have been eliminated by using the stock 
Suzuki triple clamps, which the Marzocchi legs will 
slide right into. But the brake problems can only be 
eliminated by using a different hub and that starts 
getting into money. So much for the bolt on Marzocchi 
myth. 

As an alternative to these 250 gyrations it probably 
would have been easier to take a set of stock Suzuki 


forks and mount a Ottow Werks gas accumulator fork - 


kit to them. The Ottow kit improves the Suzuki RM 
forks drastically while increasing travel. 


Stage three by three 

This project started because I wasn’t satisfied with 
what was currently available on the machines at my 
disposal and wanted to initiate major changes at 
minor cost. If this was a scoring event the results would 
say that two out of three ain't bad. The improvement 
in the RM100 and RM125 were well worth the effort, 
mainly because the modifications were almost 
effortless. Both bikes stand several inches taller and 
plunge several inches farther. Learning to ride them 
has been easy. The longer the suspension the more 
radical the rake becomes in corners. The rider 
adjustments are quickly calculated in the head and 
practice makes them automatic: But don't race'either 
bike without taking an afternoon to adjust to their 
height and feel with a period of gradual riding.. 

All in all bolting new forks and shocks to the small 


"bikes worked exceptionally well, but now I.want a little 


more. I'm thinking of bolting 250 forks and shocks to 
the RM100, after all they will fit with no trouble. 
There is no reason to be tied to factory regulated 
suspension travel anymore.

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Road Racing Fears 


and the ultimate cure 


Bracket Racing 





By John Ulrich 


The hardest step in road racing 
is the first one. Once you've had 
a taste of racing on pavement, 
you need no convincing. But 


starting out, actually going out 
to a track and racing for the 
first time, is the cause of many 
fears. These common fears often 


stand in the way of a prospective racer 
— the guy who wants to do it, but 
can't get up the mental momentum to 
overcome the real, and. imagined 
pitfalls, (not to mention pit crashes.) 
But seriously, here's a look at some of 
the most-mentioned fears felt, (and 
imagined), by street riders who say 
they want to go racing, but... 


It's too dangerous 

Compared to fast street riding, road 
road. racing is safer than Sunday 
school. Riding fast on the street, alone 
or with friends, is hazardous in many 
ways. Most street riders, (or street 
racers, for that matter), don't wear 
adequate protective clothing — and 
everybody who has ridden motorcycles 
for any time at all knows that everyone 
crashes sooner or later. Sliding down 
Main Street .in street clothes after 
bailing off at 40 miles per hour is likely 
to do more damage to your body than 
tipping over at 70 mph in Turn Six at 
Ontario wearing leathers. 

The street itself, (and the varied 
objects and animals that populate it), 
presents danger. Blind turns, grease 
left by cars, stray dogs, rocks and 
gravel from adjacent. embankments, 
parked cars, moving cars, drunks, 
idiots, mental cases, police cars, 
tickets, jail houses, fines, license 
suspensions, and on and on threaten 
the speedy street rider. At the track, 
corner workers armed with color- 
coded flags warn of problems in blind 
turns and elsewhere on the course. 
Course workers clean up any debris, 
mop up oil, or set out traffic cones to 
warn of treacherous pavement. 
Mechanical sheep (cars) are kept off 
the track. Police are powerless as 
estatic racers zip by at twice and three 
times the maximum legal speed limit. 

And perhaps most important of all, 
just in case something goes wrong, 
there is’ competent medical 
standing by. If a rider crashes, one or 
two ambulance crews are standing by 
for immediate first aid — or transport 
to a nearby hospital. A crash truck 
crew is ready to haul any damaged 
machines back into the pits. And 
medical insurance is ready to pick up; 
the tab for any expensive body repairs. 

If someone has to crash, the best 
place to do it is at road race*track. But 
that's not to say that crashes are 
inevitable at the track. Think of this 
— at a recent Ontario road race, 250 
riders competed in eight races 
averaging 10 laps each. Counting a 
conservative ten laps for practice, and 
assuming each rider entered only one 
class, (which usually isn’t the case), 
that’s 5,000 wide-open racing miles 
right there. On the particular day 
we've got in mind, not one rider 
crashed. 


help - 


I don't know how to race 
Almost every organization running 
road races offers a free new-rider 
orientation or new rider school. 
Course of instruction includes theory 
(lines and. braking points) and on- 
track, supervised practice laps. Safety 
procedures and regulations are also 
discussed. n 


It’s too expensive 

No more. WERA's revolutionary 
bracket racing gets a racer on the 
track and into racing for a mere $8 
enthusiasts membership card, as 
compared to the competition license 
costing $22. There is no entry fee, 
although a $2°“worker” insurance fee 
is levied. If a bracket racer decides to 
enter other classes later, he can apply 
his $8 toward the competition card, In 
addition, AFM, CMC, and WERA- 
affiliated club licenses are accepted by 
WERA. x 


I don't have a $300 racing suit 

You don't need one. All it takes is à 
leather jacket and some leather pants. 
Everybody knows someone who can 
loan them some old MX pants, and 
leather jackets aren't that hard to 
scrounge up. If all else fails, hit some 
swap meets or check the Cycle News 
want ads. 


I'll be a stone and look stupid 


and slow ’ 

Forget it. Everyone is a little timid 
at first, and the wonder of bracket 
racing is that you race only against 
'guys going the same speed as you. In 
conventional road racing, classes are 
determined arbitrarily by machine size 
and type (such as Grand Prix, Cafe, 
Production). In bracket racing, classes

are determined solely by rider skill, as 
reflected in lap times. Nothing is fairer 
or more  certàin in ensuring 
competitive racing for everyone. 


My machine isn't set up 

It isn't hard to get ready for bracket 
road racing. The main thing is to have 
a well-maintained motorcycle, with no 
loose parts or vital fluids about to fall 
off.or out. Center stands must be 
removed, (it's easier than it looks), and 
side stands must be taken off if they 
protrude and are likely to hang up on 
the pavement while cornering. 

One number plate is all that's 
needed, securely fastened to the front 


of the machine, with a number choice 
cleared with WERA officials. Oil 
drain plugs must be safety-wired. To 
safety wire a plug, the hot tip is to take 
it out, clamp it in a vice, and drill a 
small diameter hole straight through 
from one flat to another. Or, leave it 
in'and drill straight through. If that's 
impossible, drill one hole straight up 
from the bottom, (not too far, or else 
you'll hit oil), then an intersecting hole 
from one side. Slide safety wire 
through the hole, twist it until it 
resembles a braid, and secure it to 
something so that the wire is pulling 
the plug head in the -direction to 
tighten it. In other words, make the 
safety wire influence the bolt in a 
clockwise direction (see illustration). 


My bike is too slow 

No problem. Bracket racing is 
based on lap times, not machine size 
or class. 
My bike will blow up 

Many riders tend to underestimate 
what their machine can actually do. 
Chances are, if it’s in reasonably good 
shape, a little running at or: near the 
redline won't hurt it. Remember, if 
your bike couldn't take it, the 
engineers wouldn't have set the red 
line where they did. Just stay below it 
and you'll probably .be OK. 
Remember one thing, however. 


Mechanical tachometers, (like the 
ones found stock on street bikes), tend 
to lag behind actual engine rpm under 
hard acceleration. Shift a little before 
the red line to be sure. 


My bike isn'taroad racer 

No problem. Bring what you have 
and.don't worry about it. Just throw on 
some street tires if your bike doesn't 
already have them. Many motorcycle 
junk yards have a good selection of 
slightly and more-than-slightly used 
street tires. 


Go for it 

So that's about it. Even if you've got 
some obscure fear not mentioned here, 
it's probably taken care of, unless 
you're- afraid of fun. Face it. Street 
racing proves nothing except how 
foolish one or another street racer is. 
On the track in bracket racing, under 
controlled conditions, it gets down to 
who is actually better between evenly- 
matched riders. If you've never raced, 
you don't know what you're missing. 
Racing is fun. i 

Besides that, winners get trophies. 


. And there's nothing like .a trophy or 


two to blow-off your.street-racing pals 
in a bench racing contest!

Journey to the Source

If Henry Ford 
had been Japanese 


By Lane Campbell 


ant to know the secret 
of Honda's success? It 
was one of the first things 
we were told upon enter- 
ing Honda's Suzuka factory complex. 
"At Suzuka," our hosts said, "eight 
thousand workers generate 1.1 billion 
dollars worth of annual sales 
turnover,” Want that again? Each 
year, 8,000 Japanese workers in this 
place produce enough vehicles to sell 


for over a billion dollars at retail. Each. 


person, according to simple 
arithmetic, produces $137,500 worth 
of work, give or take a measly grand. 
That means if you paid everybody 
$20,000, that Suzuka worker's 
productivity is enough to carry six 
other people on his back. He is doing 
for motorcycles what the American 
farmer does for food. This kind of 
productivity represents great economic 
power. 

Cheap labor? It’s a myth. Japan has 
one of the highest inflation rates in the 
industrialized ‘world.’ That means 
salaries, materials, real estate, 





everything is on an escalator. The only 
thing that keeps the Japanese island 
nation from strangling itself to death 
like the British island. nation is that 
near-magic figure — one man 
producing $137,500 worth of goods. 

This kind of productivity is both the 
how and the why of the Suzuka works’ 
existence. Begun purely as a 
motorcycle production facility, it was 
virtually doubled in size around 1971 
with the addition of one giant 
integrated assembly building which 
produces Honda cars and assembles 
the large CB-series Fours. In tHe 
“older” building, piece parts are 
turned out to support both car and 
bike production; and the two mass- 
selling 50cc, models (the venerable 
Super Cub and the newer Road Pal) 
are turned out, each on its own line, at 
a rate of one every eight seconds. 

One every eight seconds. You 
probably don't visualize what that 
means. It means each man's job on the 
line is keyed to an eight-second cycle 
time. Detroit assembly workers get in a 
rasty, fighting mood over anything 
shorter than 20 seconds. They say it’s 





dehumanizing, boring, man-killing 


(pick your adjective). Yet-here we are, 


watching eight-second-cycle repetitive 
work, seeing hands moving 
rhythmically, no rush, no strain 
showing on faces, no dead look in the 
eyes, just a relaxed easy workpace. 
Before coming to Cycle News, my 
job, as an industrial engineer, was to 
observe factory workers, clipboard and 
stopwatch in hand, analyzing every 
move, judging whether the men were 


pushing themselves or sandbagging. . 


These Japanese workers were 
maintaining a safe, steady 85% 
workpace — the kind that doesn't kill 
and doesn't tire. It's the kind of pace 
an engineer would like to see when 
there's no union on one hand pushing 
for slower pace and no tight-ass 
management on the other side pushing 
for speed. It's the kind of workpace 
that forces a man to concentrate, yet 
allows him enough slack to scratch an 
itch. 

Watching the work from the 
mezzanine catwalk above, as our hosts 
gently hustled us along, was 
profoundly moving. First. off, there 
was no doubt these guys were good. 
They knew their moves, performing 
them easily/as they shuffled alongside 
the powered conveyor line to follow 
the unit that they were working on, 


„constant 





some trading off with another worker 


and doing every other unit, some 
doing each unit, quickly shifting back 
to the beginning point to pick up the 
next unit at the right spot. Picking 
parts, placing parts, placing 
nut/washer groups, handing off to the 
next man to torque down — a 
chain of movement. It 
bespeaks training, teamwork, 
concentration, and good attitude, a 
kind of workplace ballet. 

Second, the workplace itself is right. 
The entire line is spotless, well-lit and 
airy. The atmosphere is clean, the 
temperature right, the air only slightly 
tinged with the scent of hot oil, 
machinery, and cutting fluid that 
wafts from other parts of the plant. 
The men are dressed like labworkers 
— spotless white coveralls and Honda 
factory caps. The tools are new, clean, 
airpowered, and muffled. You reach 
for an airdriver and it’s hanging where 


you reached; release it and it returns, , 


ready for the next move. Fully three- 
quarters of America’s assembly 
workers can only dream of working in 
such a place. 

Finally (and this is where that high 
productivity pays off) lots of people 
put lots of hours into the design of 
each work station and each sequence 
of moves. That $137,000 per man is 
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what pays for the people, the hours, 
the muffled air tools, the stainless steel 
benches, the spotless clean floors, the 
air conditioning. Begin to see the 
chicken-and-egg relationship now? 
The’ productivity couldn't exist 
without the investment in the 
workplace; the money for the 
investment wouldn't exist without the 
productivity. 3 

Nor is that the whole story. The 
people, in the workplace are 


committed, involved. They meet 
regularly as a team to iron out 
problems, brainstorm, and float 


suggestions. Honda Motor has a highly 
active suggestion system that generates” 
tens of thousands of innovations 
annually, directly involving the men 
on the factory floor. 

Yes, this is where Honda really 
outdoes Detroit. The Super Cub is 
their Model T — they've-been building 
it since 1958 and are anticipating the 
rollout of the 20 millionth one. I guess 
the Road Pal is their Model A — all- 
enclosed geardrive integrated as a unit 
with the engine, and functioning. as 
one side of the swingarm. Windup 
recoil starting, automatic clutch, it’s a 
true appliance aimed smack at the 
worldwide family market. 

They build Road Pal power units on 
a step-motion line, each unit rides on a 
little steel pallet that steps along, a 
station at a time, every eight seconds. 
*Thereare about forty men on this line, 


taking in trays. of parts all along the ; 


line and spitting out assembled 
| powerheads at the end, where a fully- 


automatic conveyor/lift shunts them / 


downstairs for bank storage/transfer 
|to await marriage .to motorcycles on 
another line. : 

Picture each assembly line or 
subassembly line as the small end of a 
funnel (the lines themselves take up 
surprisingly little floorspace). Then 
realize that the rest of this huge 
complex is devoted to keeping these 
lines fed with parts. There's one 

"machine bay where, standing on the 
mezzanine, you can take in over 1,000 
"metal-cutting machines in the sweep 
"of an eye. All are devoted to 

‘machining piece-parts, threading, 
assembling groups of studs. In other 
bay are over a dozen injection-molders 
to make plastic parts. These are all 
fairly standard job-shop operations. 
What is unusual (in the motorcycle 
business at least) is the scale. 

Less standard are the integrated 
"transfer lines" they've set up to do 
four-cylinder engine parts — blocks, 
heads, cranks. What's a transfer line? 
It's a machine some fifty to a hundred 
feet long, which grabs a semi-finished 
casting in metal fingers at one end and 


(for instance) spits out a finished ' 


cylinder head at;the other after having 
done a multitude of metal-cutting, 
grinding, and assembly operations on 
it, step by step, automatically 
transferring the part. past ‘each 
workhead, locking it. in place, cycling 
the workhead and transferring again. 
They're common in Detroit. At Honda 
they are designed, built and delivered 
by Honda Engineering Co. — another 
autonomous subsidiary firm which 
supplies Honda Motor with custom- 
engineered machinery the way Honda 
R & D supplies working drawings and 
product technology. 

The capstone of this kind of 
machinery has got to be their crank 
line (one journalist remarked, “Never 
have I seen so many crankshafts being 
made by so few people.") Three men 
control the machine while it turns out 
450 finished cranks per shift, 900 per 
two-shift day. That's a quarter of a 
million cranks per year — more, if 
they want to push. The machine can, 

. with a little downtime for resetting, 
run any four-cylinder *crank in 
Honda’s line, car or motorcycle. It 
machines; drills, finish-grinds, 


polishes, self-inspects and ‘balances 
each crank untouched by human 
hands. At each inspection station it 
can self-reject a faulty part and signal 
the error to its controllers. : 

We watched giant presses blanking 
and forming sheet metal parts for both 


. cars and bikes; saw car bodies being’ 


automatically welded in one-shot 
fixtures; saw stamped steel bike frames 
being done the same way. There were 
400F engines on the subassembly line 
as we went by (they switch between 
products, running them in job lots) 
while CB750s were coming off final 
assembly. 

Nearby, a close relative" of the 400F 
engine with a unit gearbox/drive was 
being assembled into a light-duty 
mini-pickup on another powered 
conveyor line. This plant supports a 
fantastic diversity of products, two, 
three, and four wheeled, shuffling and 
mixing car/bike parts at will. It's 
crazy. 

Its also a monumental work of 
collective genius. The object of this 
plant complex is dual — to integrate 
production completely, either freeing 
Honda from  vendor/suppliers or 
bringing the vendors right into the 


` production stream; and to create a 


product line that can be built in an 
infinite variety of configurations as 
fast as the market can change. It's a 
tall order — something you hear 
American industrialists talk wishfully 
about. Honda is doing it. 

We've spent just over an hour on the 
march, constantly moving, and we've 
only scratched the surface of what's 
here. Now the sun is low, shifts are 
changing to the tune of mellow chimes 
and piped-in music. Off-shift workers 


- are kicking up dust on the soccer field 


across from the front office entrance. 
One impressive thing about the 
Suzuka works is the small amount of 
"front office" space — which in turn 
bespeaks a lack of the kind of 
ceremoniously-installed: management 


-deadheads whose custom-built offices 
, adorn (?) many an American factory. 


There also seems to be surprisingly 
small space devoted to production 
control, accounting, and other paper- 
shuffling. These functions have to be 
performed, but at Suzuka they seem to 
be performed closer to the workplace, 
in.. much more of a shirtsleeve 
atmosphere. 

Much has been said in the American 
business press about the workings of 


Japanese industry, ‘attempting to 
explain the economic miracle to 
harassed, frustrated : middle- 
managers. 


Miracle? Maybe, but if so, then the 
Model T was another miracle. I prefer 
to call it unfettered genius working in 
a tight-knit society. They say we had 
such a society once, but I can’t prove 
it. And Henry Ford’s not around to 
ask. 

If I believed in reincarnation, I'd 
say he's been reborn Japanese. e 


Wednesday: 
Explanations & inchikz. 


Things begin to wind down in pace as 
our tired crew spends most of the 


morning getting back to Tokyo via the 


superfast (120-130 mph) bullet train. 

On the way, we run through 
Japan's major refinery district. It's as if 
they've crammed every, oil refinery 
they'll ever need into the area of a small 
town. Emissions from this mass of 
equipment must be severely controlled, 
compared to American refineries; at 
least on this sunny day, the air's not 
that horrible, cloying brown. (Maybe no 
inversion layer?) Their burnoff towers 
are huge, massively-supported stacks 
that seem to have mounds of 
fume-scrubbing . equipment at their 
bases. Never quite seen anything like 
them. 

Back further north, Fuji-san is still 
enshrouded — this time in a yellow-grey 
industrial haze. The view is somber and 


sobering: a foreground horizon of 
chemical cracking towers, smokestacks 
and flues; then the foothill communities 
dimly seen through a California-like 
atmospheric filter; finally the mountain 
itself, brooding over it all, an incredible 
large, almost out-of-scale shape bulking 
out of the gloomy sky. Those 
beautifully clear, colorful photos and 
prints of this classically perfect 
mountain depict something as rare in 
Japan as a view of Catalina from 


Inspiration Point here at home.

Almost the climax, but not 
quite. That evening,

Tokyo at noontime is under sunny 
skies; the typhoon is but a trail of 
lingering cloud. The bikes are out, now 
— but what is shocking and sobering 
again is the fact that they are as lost in a 
sea of cars, trucks and buses as they 
would be in an American city. 


. Affluence has struck with a vengeance; 


everyone who can afford a car has one; 
and there's no way the streets can 


handle the crush. Tokyo's infamous. 


kamikaze taxis can't even get up enough 
running room to support their 
reputation. The only thing that's 
moving is the rail transit system and the 
bikes — all too few of them. 

With lingering impressions of what 
we'veseen, we go to.spend the afternoon 
in an intense de-briefing, through 
interpreters, as we and our hosts begin 
to get at the meat of why we're here. 
They need to make sure we understand 
what we've been shown at Honda; while 
in turn we attempt to answer their 
questions on characteristics of, the 
American enthusiast market. 


Compressing a lifetime of cultural 
self-awareness into the confines of a 
business meeting is a formidable, 
exacting, sometimes frustrating task for 
us, as it must be even more so for our 
interpreters, men who have brought 


years of experience in both cultures to : 


this job. We all agree that it is at best a 
beginning, that at the very least we've 
gotten to know each other, have built a 
foundation for more. meetings, more 
exchanges of much-needed information. 

It's apparent that this tour, as much 
as it must have cost Honda Motor, is but 
one part of a massive groping effort to 
recapture the mainstream of a shifting, 
changing market. What we’ve had to say 
will be merged with a great gathering of 
data from other sources and digested — 
for how long? Mr. Kume, project 
manager for Honda R & D, perhaps gave 
us our sharpest foretaste of the future 
during his opening remarks: 

"I have no intention at this place and 
time of explanation or excuses. The best 
response is to create and deliver the bikes 
as soon, as possible. Mote and emissions 
are not exciting at all... perhaps my 
most fruitful and ekeháng: moment was 
warming up the 250 GP engines before a 
race, testing each exhaust pipe with a 
wet finger to see that all cylinders were 
firing correctly ... I cannot think of a 
motorcycle enthusiast who does not 
dream of handling racing machinery — 
the ultimate...” 

And finally, “All jokes aside, very 
soon, (there will be) new group of 


models for the U.S. At that time it's my 
^ hope to meet with you directly for 
‘explanation’. 


If that materializes, you 


might have expected); it’s a title of 
respect that I’m told is reserved for the 
old and wise. Ironically, this day was 
"Respect for the Aged Day," a national 
holiday in Japan. Yes, Honda is 
formally retired, and, his eyes sparkling 
with the hilarity of the gesture, told us 
through an interpreter of how he has 
chosen for himself the title of “Supreme 
Advisor.” He truly means it — he has 
turned the company over to the next 
generation, and he intends to make 
them run it without dependence on 
him. He has his cattle ranch, from which 
comes Honda beef jerky (present in 
satisfying quantities wherever we 
stopped fora bite all week), and was here 
expressly to party and have a good time 
demonstrating to us the ins and outs of 
"inchiki". 


(What's inchiki? It took a lengthy 
telling, punctuated by much merriment, 


“to explain inchiki as a kind or style of 


trick or deception i in which the audience 
knows that it is a deception and goes 
right along. “Sort of like what happened 
with Richard Nixon?” queried one of 
us. “Exactly!” and the whole room 
roared.) : 

This man has done it all. He’s got to 
be the Henry Ford of his culture and his 
time. No, it's not 1915, and 
mass-production is not a new invention 
anymore. But the products, the 
industrial plant, the workforce this 
genius has conceived testify that Honda 
had taken  Ford's principles and 


extended them deep into 20th-century í 


reality. And now, the supreme irony — 
he chooses to be a good ol' boy, knock 


back Japanese Scotch (which. is 
excellent) and deftly teach us the ` 
ancient artt. of © now-you-see-it, 


now-you-don’t. 

Im home now. We left Tokyo at 
9:00 p.m. Thursday evening and arrived 
in Los Angeles at 2:30 Thursday 
afternoon, after having watched a movie 
all “night” and slept all “day”. Is there 


.any wonder that I feel a sense of 


unreality about it all? Or that I may 
wonder, "Did I see the real Japan, or 
did I not?" I saw several Japans, maybe. 
Which one was real? The most certain 
thing I know, the dominant feeling out 
of a kaleidoscope of impressions, is that 
I saw one of your alternate futures, 
America. The worst and the best of it, 
the entire Industrial -Revolution 
compressed into one genefation on a 
tiny island nation brimming with people. 

And Honda? Did I see the “real” 
Honda? Did any of the nine? Who can 
say, looking back, that Soichiro Honda 
and his band of merry men have not 
worked. the most marvelous inchiki 
upon us all? e.

Ranch. One alternative they will 
propose is a vague proposal to 
reclassify one or more parcels for 
‘recreational (read ORV) trail use. 

"The "Reclassification Alternative" is 
still just that, a vague alternative. 
Although one fámily did submit a 
well-thought-out ‘proposal, the 
planners cited a "lack of input in favor 
of reclassification." In prior land-use 
planning, authorities have said they 
were not "counting votes"; rather, they 
wanted specific factual input.

I've been 
lucky," he says with a twinkle in his 
eye, Success has not spoiled Bill Werner. 
I ask about the story that he got his 
job through an ad in the paper; he 
answers that it’s true. “Strange as it may 


‘seem, I actually answered an ad in the 


paper, had an interview and was hired as 
a mechanic in the racing department. 
That was ten, no, ten and a half years 
ago. It wasn’t glamorous. They had four 
grades of mechanics (A, B, C, D) and I 
started as a D grade and worked my way 
up through the ranks to an A grade. 
Now I’m just one of the boys. 

“It was quite a different program 
then. Harley never really individualized 
one mechanic, with one rider. We all had 
a hand in preparing the bikes. Three 
years ago Dick (Dick O'Brien, Harley's 
racing boss) thought it might be good to 
team a rider with a mechanic. It's a little 
easier to maintain touch with the 
equipment and the rider rather than 
everybody having a piece of the action. 
It's also easier to figure where the blame 
goes -- you get a pat on the back if you 
do good and a kick in the pants if you 
don’t.” 

For those who think that the job is all 
glamor and travel; it. isn't. 
Conservatively, Werner works 50 hours a 
week. Reading between the lines, that 
means seven days a week when the 
season gets into full swing -- a period of 


about six months -- and that 50 hours. 


only means plant time not what he does 
at the track when it's all hustle and the 
chips -are down. There's only one 
answer. . .Werner loves racing. 


“The key to the whole season is using 
your time right. You can gung-ho one 
race and work yourself into a hole for 
the rest of the year. I was really panicky 
at the beginning of the season because 
Jay had absolutely no equipment at the 
first couple of races. All we really had 
was one bike and I had no time to make 
any backup equipment. It was panic 
city until things started to smooth out.” 

Various times during the last half of 
the season Bill would comment that Jay 
was right on schedule or perhaps behind 
or ahead. It seems that Bill, whose 
confidence in Jay knows no bounds (“I 
almost instictively know what he wants 
before he asks."), planned the moves it 
would take for Jay to win the 
championship just like you would plan a 
trip from point A to point B. 

“Just for kicks, one night around 
Ascot time (Ascot TT August 7), my 
wife and I sat down and projected a 
schedule of what we thought Jay would 


do the rest of the year along with the 
same projection for’ both Gary Scott 
and Kenny Roberts since they would be 
pretty much the top three in the 
running for the championship. 

“We added up the results of each after 
we finished to see where each would 
place. It turned out, according to our 
schedule, that Jay would win seven 
Nationals and that he would win the last 
four in a row including Ascot at the end 
of the year. We figured that Jay and 
Kenny would end up tied for the 
championship with the title going to Jay 
because he had won more Nationals. 
Gary would be about 10 points behind. 
I pretty well knew what Jay could do, 
but Gary and Kenny surprised me. 

“Kenny was actually way off my 
schedule on both the short tracks and 
the TT's. I placed him a lot higher and 
that's what lost the title for hinr since 
he is better at that type of racing than 
either Jay or Gary. On the miles and 
half miles he was pretty much on 
schedule. 

"Gary is a tough competitor who 
raced this year like every day was his 
last. He wanted to repeat as champion 
very bad. His main problem was the 
short tracks where he did rather poorly 
although he did better than I projected 
at Talladega. Strangely one of his 
reasons for leaving Harley was that he 
felt that we didn’t have an adequate 
short tracker yet throughout the season 
he never beat us once. 

“I guess Peoria was a turning point for 
us. Everyone knew Jay was hell on the 


^ mile and half mile and really good on 


racing short track, but nobody believed 
that he was a TT rider to be reckoned 
with. Peoria made believers of some 
people (Pontiac did also) and lent more 
credibility to our effort. ; 


Again the comparison of wrenching 
for Gary and Jay popped up. “The 
differences between working for Gary 
and for Jay are like night and day. Gary 
had already had a few years on the 
circuit under his belt where Jay was a 
*fresh' rider who didn't really have any 
*bad' habits. Jay is mainly a *You fix it 
and I'll ride it type of competitor; a 
sort of ‘I have enough faith in you to 
do it right if you have enough faith in 
meto do it right,’ type of person. That 
was it. ^ 

“He eliminated all the hassles that you 
can get into -- the ‘move the footpeg:a 
sixteenth of an inch’ or the ‘take a 


` quarter inch of foam rubber out of the 


seat' problems. If things aren't going 
perfect Jay doesn't get down on me, the 
bike or himself. He just says, 'Hey, we'll 
work it out -- let's try a little different 
combination.’ He's always optimistic 
and that made the entire year an upper. 


While the season was an obvious upper 
for Bill, there were instances during the 
last two crucial Nationals of the year 
(San Jose and Ascot) and at the Race of 
Champions where it was obvious that 
despite working with Werner for two 
years, one of which produced the Grand 
National Championship, Gary Scott was 
no longer even remotely friendly and, at 
times, even openly hostile. 


"Lately many people have told mé that 
it’s easy for us to win and that should 
make it nice. That’s true, but I can 
honestly say that I’ve had fun and 
enjoyed racing and working with guys 
who didn’t win. 


“The key to enjoyment is what kind 
of person you’re working with. You can 
win all the time and still have a 
miserable time if the guy is a jerk. 
Winning isn’t the key, the person is the 
key. That’s the whole reason for doing 
the job -- just to be around good 
people.” e

A. cool day and perfect 
conditions greetėd the fourth- 
Sunday motocrossers at Lake 
Whitney Cycle Ranch for the final 


round of qualifying in the Astrodome 
GNC local tracks program. The next 
action for Grand National MX 
participants in Texas is the State 
Championship at Rio Bravo, Nov. 13- 
14, and then a lengthy wait for the 
Dome race to roll around next March. 

In today's races, Dicky Turnbo 
streaked to a two-class sweep in 125 
and 250 Expert, going virtually 
unopposed aboard a» Cleburne 
Yamaha 125 and L&L Cycle 250 
Husky. Darrell “the _ Barrel” 
Hollingshead borrowed an RM250 to 
replace his Husky this timne out, and 
kept Turnbo from relaxing. 
Hollingshead had his own problems 
with Mitch Milson for runner-up ‘in 
the first 250 moto, but Mitch's Husky 
conked out in the final, moving Dennis 
Bishop (Hus) and Brian Briggs (Yam) 
into third and fourth overall. In the 
125 Expert race for second, Clark 
Willey (Suz) of Plano.took it with 3-4 
finishes, while Austin’s Henry Evans 
(Pen,2-7) collected third. 

Ft. Worth’s Mitch Milson came 
back strong in Open Expert, winning 
both heats despite first-round pressure 
from Jeff Heaston, who stopped off on 
his way from the West Coast to his 
home base of Ft. Wayne, Indiana. 
Also, Darrell Hollingshead had 
pushed Milson hard, but dropped back 
with a flat. Heaston-had the holeshot 
of the second moto, but the seat flew 
off his Maico on the very first jump. 
He rode the eight laps standing and 
sitting ocassionally on the frame to 
take-a sore third overall behind Milson 
(Hus) and Gary Beam (Mai.3-3). 

Dwayne Lisenbe of Killeen probably 
has the world's record for finishing 
"second, but today got on the gas a 
little more and won Junior Minibike 
honors, turning back the heat from 
Alan Burden and Obie Jones. Senior 
Mini was DNF City for leaders Gary 
Graham, Tony Nielsen, and Frank 
Tello, but not for Bucky Houston, who 
kept rolling for 4-1 finishes. Alex 
Hoover (6-2) and Mark Terry (5-3) 
picked up second and third. 

Ronnie Mullen of Cleburne turned 
giant killer again in both Over 30 
motos, leading the field of 250 and 
Opne bikes on his sano 125 Elsinore, 
with Waco's Dennis Smith second on a 
Maico. The 100cc class again was one 
of the day's tightest races. After a 
furious bout in round one, Harry 
Heinze, Mark Loving, Brent Fletcher, 
and Joey Billelo took the checkers. In 
the final moto, it was anybody's race 
again, and Loving tacked another to 
his string of class wins, marking 2-1 
over Heinze (1-2), Billelo (4-3), and 
Fletcher (3-4). 

The 125 Novices trailed Terrell 
Jackson (Suz) all day, except for Chuck 
Taylor (Pen), who passed Jackson to 
win: the second moto, but whose 3-1 
placed him second to Terrell's 1-2. A 
minibiker's papa turned 125 Novice is 
Jim Calvert (Hon), in for third OA at 
4-3 over Dallas-based Tom Johnson 
(Suz,2-7). Intemediate class 125ers 
were left almost completely by Waco's 
David DiCorte (Yam), save for Kevin 
(Yam) Hawk's charging second-place 
effort in the last moto.

brother Jim battled to first. in the 


opener of that class, but crashed off 


the start of the final while Joe Harrison 
plus Penton 2-1 finishes headed the 
tally. Bultaco’ ` Robbie Pannell 
copped a second at 3-2 over Beam's 1- 
5 and fourth place Kent Jones (Bul,5- 
3). After taking sixth overall in 125 
Intermediate, Mark Elliott of Temple

Okies Invade 
Mosier Valley

ARLINGTON, TX., OCT. 17 

In search of a good race place, 
and hoping to come out on top 
of a friendly (so far) interstate 
rivalry, a number of dudes from 
north of the OK/TX border trucked 
straight into Mosier Valley MX Park's 
third-Sunday bash, headed by No. 1 
Okie Trey Jorski and his stable of D&B 
Pentons. The mild weather and good 
track prepping kept traction high, 
dust down, and.action hat and heavy 
for over 360 entries, with the area's top 
professionals and amateurs on hand. 
It was also the last points run for local 
Grand National Championship 
members to qualify for the March “77 
Finals at the Astrodome. 

About a jillion 125 Novices ran in 
two groups. A wild Division 1 second 
moto saw three of the first four 
finishers from moto one drop out, and 
overall first going to JoJo Alfano (Hon, 
3-3), followed by Joe Schroeder (Suz, 


9-1) and Tom Johnson (Suz,6-6). More 
consistently fast were Div. II leaders 
David Greenhill (Hus) and Jimmy 
Whitten (Yam), two riders to look for 
at the GNC runoffs next month. 
The furious, frantic, WFO 
Intermediate and Expert races got 
underway with the 125 Intermediates 
— 36 of them. Irving Suzuki’s Randy 
Marshall made his holeshot stick in the 
first moto, closely trailed by Bruce 
Hallmark, Jackie Willis, and David 
Jones, but the final was another story. 
Hallmark and his Martin Honda 
dusted the field all the way, and a 
Willis-Jones deadlock battle for second 
went on until the last lap when neither 
rider appeared at the finish. Their 
intensity put them both in the boonies, 
and fourth-running Marshall was 
suddenly second at the line and 
overall. As the standings unscrambled, 
David Walker (Hon, 11-3) took third, 
and Gary Harrison (Yam) fourth. 
Mike Jones spent the first half of 
1976 racing all the 125 Nationals, 
finishing in the top ten many times in 
the 45-minute motos. Along with his 
Moto-Tex FMF Honda, Mike has to be 
among the top Texas 125 Experts. In 
today's motos, Jones blew by everyone, 


including Trey Jorski (Pen), and 
maintained a torrid. pace for a 
convincing win. over 20 riders. 


Following in the standings were Jorski 
(2-3), Dave Boles (Hus, 4-5), Danny 
Doss (Hon, 5-7), Jones’ Moto-Tex 
teammate Jimmy Martin (12-2). 

The 25 Expert class was again 
dominated by Penton of Dallas riders 
Bobby Pickard and Ricky Kidd, Jorski 
ranked third in the running until Kidd 
slowed from his early lead with a flat 
rear tire. Then it was Pick all the way 
with the overall, even though Kidd 
came back after a. ninth to win the 
final and fifthe OA. Jorski (2-4) ended 
second, Dickey Nowell (Pen, 4-3) 
third, and surprising Mark Pledger (3- 
5) completed the Penton parade, 
which also marched through the Open 
class with Kidd and Jorski in control. 
Wyman Priddy had been present and 
charging, but both of his well-used 
Bultacos failed to finish either the 250 
ro Open classes. e.

Kent Howerton is the new 500cc 


AMA National MX Champion, a 


title he earned after a hard fought 
season-long duel with Kawasaki's 


Gary Semics. Howerton, from'San 
Antonio, Texas, is a motorcycle 
racer by choice, but by fate he has 
been a frustrated competitor. 

In 1975 Kent started the season 
enthusiastically and began to zero in on 
the 250cc National title. Team Suzuki's 
Tony DiStefano was his adversary that 
year, and by riding consistently and 
remaining free of mechanical problems, 
Tony D won the title even though Kent 
rode his heart out at the series event on 
the rugged Lake Whitney course to win 
his third National of the five race series. 


In 1976,.Kent Howerton started the 
season very well, winning the first two 
500cc Nationals and taking a 
commanding point lead. But, 
remembering how he had lost the 250cc 
war a year earlier, Kent began to ride 
conservatively, Rather than ride all out 
with his Bengt Aberg bars-in-the-sand 
style, Kent tried to finish well and not 
take any chances. Gary Semics had 
nothing to lose following a slow start 
early in the season, and began to get on 
the gas as the 500's came down to the 
wire. 

In an ironic twist of fate, Howerton 
won the 500cc title in the exact same 
way that Tony D had clinched it from 
him a year earlier by placing high 
enough in the final New Orleans 
showdown to guarantee victory. As 
Kent had won three Nationals in 1975 
and still not taken the title, Semics also 
won three Nationals in 1976 and lost. 
The difference in 1976 was. that 
Howerton was onthe gold receiving end. 


Howerton had begun his motorcycle 
racing career seven years before in the 
small, central Texas town of Sayers. 
Like many towns in the Texas 
tradition, Sayers had both city limits 
signs on-the same pole, retractable 
sidewalks and a motorcycle track. Kent 
botrowed a 125cc Yamaha from a 
friend, entered the Expert class and 
finished third behind another Texas 
unknown, Steve Stackable. Howerton 
can't take you over to his house to see 
his trophy collection because he never 
entered a Junior class in his life. 

Kent Howerton’s early Texas racing 
career was one of frustration, a 
frustration that would plague his 
knobby tracks up until the joyous day, 
in New Orleans seven years later. Riding 





a Yamaha 360 for San Antonio’s 
International Cycle Sales, Kent became 
one of the kings of Texas MX, but his 
Yamaha could never keep together long 
enough to give him the big win. Most of 
the time spent in the lead was followed 
by a period of time pushing his dead 
mount back to the pits. 

In 1973 Howerton showed his first 
flashes of becoming a National caliber 
rider. That was during the heyday of the 
Tex-AMA series with all the factory 
guns treeking through the Lone Star 
State for seven weeks of racing. Kent, 


again on a Yamaha, 250cc this time, ` 


finished fifth overall in the series and 
second Texan behind blooming Steve 
Stackable. g 

In Texas motocross circles, Howerton 
was the third largest name in 1973. The 
legandary holeshot artist Wyman Priddy 
came first, Young lanky Steve Stackable 
was second best known and Kent was 
third. Both Wyman and Stack were fully 
sponsored, while Kent remained a 
shop-supported privateer.In an attempt 
to equalize his unreliable equipment 
disadvantage, Howerton joined 
Stackable on Bill Daniel's Action 
Supply team. With Stack and Kent on 
the U.S. Sports AMP/CZ's, Team Texas 
was at it's most potent, but Howerton 
only rode the AMP mobiles twice, 
including a sixth in the: Rio Bravo 
National, before deciding that CZ 
wasn't his cup of tea. Many riders would 
have come home disillusioned when the 
golden fleece turned out to be synthetic 
wool, but Kent came back to 
privateering and made the best decision 
of his life. 

A friend of Howerton’s, Ray Poacher, 
was a dyed-in-the-fleece Husky: freak 
and he offered Kent a ride on his 250. 
Later Kent added a Husky 400 to the 
stable and began to attack two classes a 
week at the local tracks. The rash of 
DNFs cleared up. and with Poacher's 
tuning and Kent's hard charging style, 
1974 saw the honor roll of Texas 
motocrossers change; Stackable was 
first, Howerton second and Wyman 
Priddy was third in the hearts and minds 
of the young. 

Howerton’s rise to fame had not been 
meteoric. It has been paved with broken 
bikes, nickle-and-dime wins and hard 
work, Three things have seen Kent 
through to the top; attitude, practice 
and equipment. 





Kent’s attitude has always been his 
biggest attribute. He is both fearless and 
dedicated. Howerton has become a 
thinking man’s racer. In 1975 his late 
charges at the end of the moto when the 
other riders were barely hanging on 
totally demoralized his opponents. 
Coming from behind is a much a 
Howerton trait as it was trying to break 
into the big-time, local races paid the 


* bills. From racing at tracks like Sayers 


and Lockhart, Kent allowed himself to 
keep going. But riding the local tracks 
against.riders who couldn't keep him in 
sight let alone challenge him, and riding 
ten minute motos were not enough. To 
stay in shape for serious racing, Kent 
began a program of'riding every day, 
doing calaisthenics, and racing as many 
classes as possible on Sunday. 

After a beginning that saw equipment 
failures play as important a part as skill, 
Howerton found life on Husky to be-a 
real blessing. Howerton rode basically 
box stock Husqvarnas, maintained well 
but not exotically. “You got to finish to 
win,” says Kent, and you know he 
believes what he says. 

Howerton’s switch from a Husky 
privateer to a Husky factory rider did 
not bring about a major change in the 
equipment. Kent’s mechanic, Eric 
Crippa, maintains the stable of factory 
bikes that are neither flashy nor one-off. 
Husky is one of the last European teams 
to still field a competitive team for 
American racing, and the claiming rule 
is not one. of their major fears. 
Howerton’s bikes are not stock, but 
they are closer to production equipment 
than anything the Japanese factories are 
fielding. 

Desire, practice and equipment are 
major ingredients in making a successful 
motorcycle racer, but you also need a 


showplace. The showplace Kent 
Howerton used to step into the 
limelight was the 1974 Trans-AMA 


Support class. For a rider with Kent's 
talent (he had finished seventh in the 
International class at the Houston 
Trans-AMA the. year before), riding the 


Support class would allow him to gain 


both experience and recognition. Too 
many riders try to move to the upper 
echelon too soon and are crushed in an 
environment where only the strongest 
survive. Kert made the right move and. 
quickly dominated the 250cc Support 
class. Only Honda's Rich Eierstedt 
could match his pace, but not for long 
as Kent clinched the series win with 
several races left. to. go. To the 
moto-press it was like an overnight 
success, but to Kent it represented the 
culmination of five' years of nickel. and 
dime races, shoestring racing budgets, 
beating factory riders, traveling and 
sacrificing. 

Husky has been good to Kent, and he 
has rewarded them richly. In 1975, he 
almost clinched the 250cc National 
Championship, but before he could get 
rolling in the later 500cc series he hit a 
spectator while racing at home in Texas 
on an off week-end. He was slow to 


-500cc 








recover from the accident. Still, he went 
into the 1975 Battle of New Orleans as 
one. of six riders with a chance to 
become 500cc National Champion. But 
it wasn’t his day. Husky offered to send 
Kent to Europe in 1976, but Kent 
turned the offer down. He still had 
business to take care of in America. 
1976 started slowly for Kent. In the 
AMA Supercross Series, he was fined for 
a pushing incident with Jim Weinert ip 
the pits following the Texas Stadium 
race. Still, he closed the gap and was 
within ‘striking distance of the series 
title when the gate dropped for the final 
at the Superbowl. Kent crashed and was 
run over, again by arch-rival Weinert and 
had to retire. In the 250cc National 


Championship series he couldn't get < 


going and rode listlessly. Many people 
were counting him out, saying his desire 
was gone and that Howerton had seen 
too much frustration in his career. But 
at 21 years of age, Kent was far from 
burned out. 


When the 1976 500cc Championship 
events started, Kent was off like a ball 
of fire winning thefirst two Nationals of 
the seven race series. Just when things 
were looking up and the Americans 
interrupt their 500cc series for the U.S. 
Grand Prix at Carlsbad, Kent was in for 
another disappointing. shock. Husky 
ordered him to ride the Support class. 
Howerton was upset. He was the fastest, 
hottest 500cc class rider in America, 
and his Swedish sponsors were asking 
him to ride the second string at a race 
he knew he could win. It was 'à 
frustrating day. Kent crashed several 
times, but still got up to win both 
motos in a walkaway. 

When the action shifted back to the 
National series, Kent rode 
tentatively. He no longer turned up the 
gas and went all out for the win. He 
rode well enough to hold his lead, yet 
each week it got smaller and smaller. 
Coming into the final event in New 
Orleans, Kent's once uncatchable lead 
was down to a slim six point margin 
over Kawasaki's Gary Semics. 


If Kent had been depressed about the 
possibility. of watching another 
Championship slip from his grasp, it 
didn’t show in New Orleans. The 
worried and even scared Howerton of 
the prior weeks was now confident, 
enthusiastic and smiling. He looked like 
a winner. The frustrations of lost glory, 
injured pride, heartbreak and 
disappointment weren’t going to be 
riding with Howerton on his Eric Crippa 
tuned Husky in the bayous of 
Louisiana. And after the race, the 
shackles were off. Kent-Howerton, 1976 
AMA 500cc National MX Champion, 
will never have to sit on the line 
wondering about the fates. 

“I did it!” he said resting in the shade. 


- Howerton had not only beaten the 


rigors of motocross, but the fates of 
frustration. The roll call of Texas and 
America's motocrossers now starts with 
the name: Kent Howerton. o
